Bill To Pay Fixed Price To 
Farmers Arouses Strong 
Opposition.

LONDON, July 22,—Domestic poll- 
tlcs, despite recent cabinet changes, 
are still in a state of unrest. The gov- 
ernment is determined as a needful 
war measure to push the corn bill 
rises for the summer recess, The bill 
which proposes to pay fixed prices to 
farmers for ceréal crops for a number 
of years after the war as a means of 
Indvcing them to plow up grass lands 
and sow cereals is meeting with strong 
opposition in the house of commons, 
especially from the members of the 
Asquith party. The bill proposes to 
pay farm laborers a minimum wage 
of 26 shillings weekly. 

The opponents of the bill contend 
that, reckoned by the present high cost 
of Hving, this is an inadequate wage 
and a strong support of the amend- 
ment, presented by George J. Wardle 
last week, making thirty shillings the 
minimum, threatened the government 
with the prospect of defeat and diy- 
ision and voting on the amendment 
had to be deferred. 

The govern t contends that ac- 
ceptance of amendment would 
wreck the bill. The discussion on the 


Amendment te expected. appointed by 


Premier Lioyd-George in June to in- 
vestigate industrial unrest in the coun- 
try have just presented reports which 
agree in the main fact that the prin- 
cipal cause of unrest is the increased 
cost of living, so disproportionate to 
the advance in wages, and an unequal 
distribution of food supplies. Next in 
point of importance they put the ad- 
ministration of munitions of war and 
military acts which resulted in restric- 
tions on personal freedom, and lack 
of confidence in the government on the 
question of carrying out its promise to 
restore trade union customs, 

The commissions make a number 
of recommendations, one that the gov- 
ernment should to some extent bear 
the increased cost of food, and an- 
other “that labor should take part in 
the affairs of the community as part- 
ners, rather than as servants.”

Whatever the technical wording of the report was, the effect has been that the newspapers have published that ‘‘the profits on 


Bacon alone” of this Company ‘‘for 1916” were about ‘‘five millions of dollars.” 
in view of certain statements that the Commissioner of the Cost of Living makes. 


This interpretation of the cfficial report is not surprising 
The Ccmmissioner is reported as saying that ‘There 


were two individual cases of profiteering in 1916 and that had these cases occurred since the passage of the cost of living Order-In-Council, 
he would consider it his duty to recommend that the facts be laid before the Attorney-General for consideration as to their cfiminality.” 
The situation created by such erroneous and damaging statements is serious as emanating from a Government official, from whom one 
looks for not only accurate statements but correct conclusions, ‘ 

The William Davies Company, being a private concern, has followed the practice of all private corporations, except when it made 


a bond issue in 1911, in that it has not published reports of its assets and liabilities or profit and loss. 


The present circumstance, how- 


ever, in which a Government Official has led the public to false conclusions, makes it advisable for this Company, for both the publicin- 
terest and its own interest, to publish particulars of its business as well.as point out the error of the statement of the Government Official. 


For the last fiseal year ending March 27th, 1917, The William Davies Company bought and killed 1,043,000 head of Live Stock (Céttle, H 


and Sheep). This, plus purchases of 


outside Meats, produced 160,000,000 pounds of Meats, The Company handled 6,550,000 pounds of Butter and Cheese, 5,650,000 dozens of Eggs, and manufactured 26,500,000 tins of Canned Goods. 
The net profits on these were .68 cents (or two-thirds of a cent) per pound on meats, 1.04 cents on Butter and Cheese, 1.04 cents per dozen on Eggs, and .47 cents (or slightly less than 


one-half a cent) per tin on Canned Goods. These profits inelade profits on all 


y-Producta derived from these accounts. 


During the year the Company served at its retail stores 7,500,000 customers, the average purchase of each customer was 36c, and the net profit upon each sale was 5-8 of 1 cent. 

The turnover of the Company from all its operations for the last fiscal year ending March 27th, 1917, was $40,000,000. The net percentage of profit upon this turnover, after deduct- 
ing war tax, was 1.69 per cent., or ineluding war tax 3.45 per cent. 

The William Davies Company hasgassets of $13,385,000, of which $3,865,000 is tied up in fixed investmenta. 

To provide the necessary facilities for the increased volume of business the Company expended $750,000 in buildings and equipment during the year. 


Companies of other character present no more reasonable statement of profit and loss based upon the investments made in the business. 
The William Davies Company offered to thé Imperial authorities, as well as to the War Office Service (which represents the Imperial authorities in Canada) to place the output of 


its Factory with respect to Bacon supplies, Canned Beef and Pork and Beans at the service of the authorities, on the basis of cost plus an agreed percentage. These offers were successively 
declined as the authorities evidently desired to purchase in the open market, and on this basis The William Davies Company has secured War Office business by open competition with the world. 


Respecting the Report of the Commissioner on the Cost of Living:— 


Last Winter the Commissioner, ander author- 
ity of Order-in-Council, required packers to sub- 
mit statements under oath for some vears back 
and up to December lst, 1916, of incoming stocks 
of Meats and the cost of such, as well as state- 
ments of outgoing product and the selling value. 
This Company represented in writing at the time 
that the information as specifically required was 
not in accordance with Packing House Account- 
ing methods, and invited the Commissioner to 
send an Officer to the Head Office of the Company 
to examine the books for any information de- 
sired, and to secure a viewpoint as to the best 
way of collecting data which would be of use to 
the Government. This offer was declined, and 
there was nothing to do but fill in the information 
required as literally as we could determine it, For 
example, there was no recognition of the fact that 
a raw product may enter a factory under a specific 
classification and leave the factory as a finished 
product under some other classification. 

We submitted a series of accurate figures 
based upon our interpretation of the official re- 
quirements which made no provision for charges 
of any description other than incoming freight 
and unloading charges to be included in the cost 
or to be deducted from the selling price. There 
was nothing in the report which could be read so 
as to determine a profit and loss statement. The 
very fact that with only a statement based upon 
eost of raw products and value of sales in Great 
Britain a Government Official has deduced ‘‘ Large 
margins,’’ ‘‘Profiteering’’ and ‘‘Criminality’’ if 
it had oceurred since the passage of a recent Act, 
shows too dangerous a trifling and incapacity 
to be permitted to deal with any important situ- 
ation. The statements of this Company have been 
treated by the author of this report as if the out- 
going product was identical with the incoming 
prodnet, and from the series of reports he has 
singled out two items—the Bacon and Egg reports 
—and from them deduced an erroneous ‘‘margin’’ 
which the newspapers have interpreted as 
“‘profit.’? The author of the inquiry shows s 


atrange lack of oven a fundamental knowledge of 
simple bookkeeping and a dangerous inability to 
co-ordinate figures. The following are specific 
and outstanding errors in the report: 


The principal item that is causing excitement 
deals with cold storage Bacon. The term ‘‘cdid- 
atorage’’ is not defined, and the public is allowed. 
to make its own definitions. As all Bacon in s 
packing house is under refrigeration it is really 
all cold-storage, and therefore this Company’s fig- 
ures of cold-storage Bacon represent the complete 
quantity of Bacon handled in its entire Plant, 
whether in freezers or in process of cure for im- 
mediate shipment. That some Companies inter- 
preted cold-storage product as ‘‘freezer’’ product 
only is evidenced by the smallness or entire lack 
of figures on the Bacon list for some Plants, in- 
dicating that many Firms did not submit state- 
ments of their complete stocks, as did this Com- 
pany. An, Official of this Company pointed out 
this cold-storage distinction to Mr. O’Connor and 
Mies McKenna in Ottawa a few weeks ago, and 
the failure to make the distinction after having 
had it pointed ont evidences lack of desire for 
accuracy of the real information desired. 


It ia true The William Davies Company, in 
1916, exported 97,791,000 pounds of Bacon, but 
we do not know how the margin of 5.05 cents per 
pound is arrived at by Mr. ©’Connor, as there 
were no figures to justify such a conclusion. The 
probabilities are that the margin is arrived at by 
taking the average cost per pound of incoming 
product from the average selling price per pound 
of outgoing produgt. This may be a rough way 
of estimating the gross margin when dealing with 
emall figures, but when dealing with figures the 
size that Mr. O’Connor has to deal with, a very 
small fraction of a cent per pound of error makes 
a very important difference in the total, and one 
must be careful to make sure that the outgoing 

roduet is the same finished merchandise of the 
ineoming product reported on. 


Allowing it to pass, however, as a rough esti- 


‘that of all the figures submitted by the 


mate, we wish to point out—(first)—the inquiry 
of the Commissioner allowed only for incoming 
freight and unloading charges, and made no pro- 
vision whatsoever for operating charges of any 
kind, such as labor, curing materials, refrigera- 
tion, et cetera. Such actual charges on the 97,- 


791,000 pounds exported were $1,162,000—or 1.2. 


cents per pound. This amount covered all 
charges up to the point of placing the Bacon on 
cars f.o.b. packing-house, In addition to this was 
the actual cost to land and sell this 97,791,000 

ounds in England after leaving the pdcking 

ouse, which involved charges of 2.9 cents per 
pound—or $2,836,000. This 2.9 cents per pound 
included inland and ocean freight, landin 
charges, war and marine insurance, cables, an 
selling commission to agents. The ocean freight 
and war risk alone would make up 2.4 cents of 
the charge of 2.9 cents per pound. This 1.2 eents, 
plus 2.9 cents—a total of 4.1 cents—must be de- 
ducted from Mr. O’Connor’s margin of 5.05 eents 
per pound, leaving a margin of .95 conts, or slight- 
ly less than a cent per pound, which still has to 
be reduced because of the error of premises and 
because of further factors which have to be con- 
sidered to determine net profits. 


It is quite »vident some of the other packers 
did not show selling values in the country in 
which the goods were eald—a proceeding quite 
proper, as the forms submitted to be filled in were 
indefinite and ambiguous, thus permitting with- 
out charge of evasion a variety of interpretation 
as to the information required. It is thus possible 
ifferent 
packers that no two sets of costs and sales prices 
are determined. at the same common point. It is 
this difference of interpretation of what was re- 
quired that accounts for the difference of the al- 
Ieged ‘‘margin"’ made by the different companies. 
Common conciusions, however, have been drawn 
by the author of the report from varying bases of 
premises, 


The figures of the Egg business were submit- 


ted on the same basis as Bacon, and similar de 
ductions must be made. 


(Second)—The above margin is further re- 
duced in that the author of this inquiry singled 
out the Bacon figures as an item in which the 
selling price shows an alleged improper advance 
over cost, but he did not give us eredit for the 
statements of other products, of which figures 
were submitted, the selling prices of which were 
under cost, The reason of this was that through 
failure to inquire the Department entirely over- 
looked the fact that product may come in as pork 
and, through the process of manufacture, go out 
as Bacon, or, in another instance, enter the fac- 
tory as beef and go out in the form of canned 
meats; for example: much of the product which 
came in as pork, and which was entered on the 
pork sheet submitted to the Commissioner—about 
which he makes no mention—was cured and left 
the factory in the form of Bacon, and was, there- 
fore, entered on the outgoing side of the Bacon 
sheet—the result is that the Bacon sales are in- 
creased by this amount over the incoming stocks 
of Bacon, and, likewise, the sheet showing sales 
of pork is reduced by the amount that went out 
in the form of Bacon. If the Department takes 
one set of figures that show favorable to the Com- 
pany they should take another set of that 
show unfavorable, as the principle in either case 
ie the same, and failure to do so looks as if the 
author of the report wae exercising more enthus- 
fasm than sound judgment in his investigations. 


(Third)—It is queried in the report, that ‘‘if 
the margin of 3.47 cents,”’ alleged to have been 
made in 1915, ‘‘was satisfactory, why was it ne- 
cessary to show increased margin in 19161’’ As- 
suming again for the moment the seundness of 
the premises in asking such a question based on 
an erroneous ‘‘margin,’’ it will be found that the 
increased margin is chiefly absorbed in increased 
ocean freight rates and war risk insurance in 
1916, of which apparently the author of the re 
port was in ignorance. 


The Company does not challenge either the legal or moral right of the Government to investigate business enterprises when public interest directs such an investigation should be 
made. If an investigation of the packing and meat business is ordered, the Compeny will place at the disposal of the Government not only the data it would be required to supply under Order- 


in-Counci] directing that inquiry be made, but will place the experience of its o 


icers at the disposal of the investigating committee, if it 


considered they can render any service whieh will 


be of value, The Company has not now—nor at any time during the fifty years of its operation—anything to conceal in method or practice of carrying on its business. It does, however, claim 
the right to conduct its export business without abusive comment from Government civil servants—especially when the conclusions drawn from the data asked for are improper and false. ve 

One of Canada's chief export industries is the packing business, It is essential to the live stock industry, and, along with other export industries, it maintains the financial stability 
of this country and should, providing it is on a sound basis, receive encouragement and not slanderous abuse. In view of the publicity given to the report of the Commissioner on the cost of 
living, the Company demands the same publicity in having an official Government investigation of this report to determine the truthfulness or untruthfulness of its conclusions. We do not 
seek public consideration as a company, but we do say that untruthful official statements, or statements the effect of which is to create an untruh, adversely affect the live stock industry of 
this country, which is so valuable and essential @ wealth-producing power and, in the long run, are harmful to the very people that the statement seeks to benefit, 

If the passing out of existence of a corporation such as The William Davies Company, or if nationalization of packing houses would materially and permanently reduce food prio 


then in view of the present world tragedy it ought to be consammated without delay. The fact of the matter is, however, that with millions of people in Europe turning from pro 


into consumers because of war, and the tremendous destruction of food products incident to war, there is no remedy for the high prices of food while euch conditions last, except the remedy 


of thrift and increass of production. 


Long ‘before there was talk of a Food Controller in the United States or Canada The William Davies Company arged the Government at Ottawa, in writing, to appoint a Food Con- 
troller with full power to do what he saw fit,as we realized at that time the upward tendency in the price of food commodities unless checked by official effort. At the most a great deal cannot . 
be done in reducing food prices while currency is inflated and until the scale of prices of all kinds of commodities declines also. What can be done can only.be done hy a Food Controller. We 


wish to point out that nothing at all can be accomplished unless the data secured are accurate!

In the course of his investigations, 
Mr. Grant discovered that 40 tons of 
waste paper of a certain quality only 
brought $100 whereas it should have 
brought nearer $1,000, Ho found that 
a great deal of newsprint. that has 
not been damaged, is in great demand 
in China, being shipped from Vancou- 
ver, for wrapping purposes, He says 
that the revenue which can be ob- 
tained from the consarvation of waste 
material ‘« far more important than 
that obtained from subscriptions or 
taxation. At thig time, when the re- 
sources of the country are being 
drawn on go heavily we should take 
every opportunity to alleviate the fi- 
nancial! strens. 

Among the means of collection 
which he has found very successful in 
the east is the placing of attractively 
designed collection boxes on the prin- 
cipal street corners in which people 
alighting from the street cars can 
place newspapers, magazines, ete. In 
the east this method had proved a 
great success, first on account of the 
high quality of paper thus secured 
and secondly that the boxes can be 
cleared at a very small cost. In Ot- 
awa 24 such maxes collected an aver- 
age of three tonsa in two gays.

OCONSORIPTION AND ITS ALTER. 
NATIVE. j 


Editor Bulletin: As the Conscription 
Bill ts not yet finally passed one {s still 
at liberty to express his opinions upon 
it. In a few days any one who ven- 
tures to write that’ something better 
could be done to promote the cause of 
liberty and democracy jn the world 
than a measure which may create d's- 
cord and disunion in Canada may be 
held liable to fine and imprisonment 
as uttering words tending to hinder 
the operation of Compulsory Service, 

Citizens of Canada, more patriotic 
than servile, will chafe under thc re- 
strictions placed on the British liberty 
of free discussion which the Military 
Service Act will impose. It will be 
hard to say what expressions of disap- 
proval of compulsion, as against 
greater efforts and more liberal in- 
ducements to secure voluntary service, 
may not be held by variously minded 
tribunals to be obstructive and there- 
fore seditious, Our security will: not 
rest in our historic privileges, long the 
pride of Englishmen, but in the sages 
ise made with avowed generosity by 
the Prime Minister that, the Act will 
he feniently interpreted."How hia ad- 
mittedly generous impluses can be 
> belie to pervade the mind of every ar- 

ent coércionist who may be adminis- 
tering his-Draconic law in remote 
corners of Canada it will be hard to 
say. I am told that what I eay will 
not be popular but I am not seeking 
popularity, While therefore it is yet 
permissible I venture to assert that it 
will be an inglorious dey for Canada 
when there shall be taken from us the 
pride with which we have . asserted 
that Canada's great contribution to 
the cause of the British Empire and 
human fredom was the voluntary con- 
tribution of her freedom loving peo- 
ple. With what joy and pride we an- 
ticipate the home-coming of Canada’s 
Voluntary Army crowned with laurels 
from many flel¢s. Can we feel the 
same towards a conscript army though 
it may do ita duty with equal heroism. 
With what exultation we have shewn 
the world, contrary to ite opinion, 
that Canada was not a e:bject pro- 
vince bound to fight for the Crown of 
England in European wars, but a vir- 
tually Independent nation bound to 


the glorious Mother Country only by. ery 


tles of sympathy and actuated by t 
same motives In arresting the progress 
of military despotism in the world, 

The fact that enforced service is im- 
posed by our oWa Canadian Parila- 
ment answers in a legal sense only the 
objection to it. To the conscripted sol- 
dier and to the cutside observer it is of 
little consequence, even it he knows, 
from where the coercion comes. He 
knows, perhaps, that the Prime Minis- 
ter brought the policy with him from 
across the ocean, That to the jealous 
minded nationalist Whose existence is 
a fact, not an imagination, hes a sinis- 
ter aspect. It is no answer to say that 
he there learned the needs of the con- 
test. All the world knows the needs 
at the front. It is the methods to be 
aplied at home which we have to con- 
sider. The policy to be orforced, come 
from where it may, didn't come from 
our own people, or from theic duly 
conatitute representatives, because 
Parliament by lapse of time has lost 
all authority, except what it Itself as- 
sumed, 

It may be suid that this utterance, 
though still safe, is now idle, because 
the bill is virtually passed, but a pro- 
minent member of the house, appar- 
ently personally opposed to the mea- 
sure, though ho voted for it, strongly 
urges that before it. be put Into opera- 
tion a renewed and strenuous effort 
made to obtain the men required by 
voluntary enlistment, My judgment ar- 
rived at from a trip to the east is that 
this Is the policy of the majority of 
the people of Canada. ( don’t say It 
is the policy which has found the 
loudest expression, but it is the pollcy 
of those who say nothing for fear of 
being thought unpatriotic, I sympath- 
ize greatly with those coerclonists who 
have seen with pride their own sons 
voluntarily fighting in the trenches, T 
am not léss anxious than they to seé@ 
them supported. My own son is 
there. My brother js as ncar the front 
line as his own persistent efforta can 
get him. I need not mention other 
and sad reasons of iny own for wish- 
ing our cause vindicated. There is no 
one in‘all Canada, not an alien enemy, 
but wishes glorious success to the 
cause of our country, our empire and 
civilization, That goes witnout saying. 
It js the method only that fs in ques- 
tion. It is unnecessary to argue as & 
learned professor does in today's 
Journal that we must not hesitate to 
carry on the war. No cne but Irre- 
sponsible writers in a partisan press 
attributes anything but honest and 
patriotic motiyes to opponents of the 
conscription bill. I don't attribute 
anything but bad judgment ae applied 
to Canada, to those who support it. 
None but a disgraceful party press 
would pillory a public man who has 
given his dearest to his country as 
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all, perhaps, whose sense of duty out- 
weighs ail other considerations, But 
there are yet thousands upon thous- 
ands of honorable men, not quite so 
unselfish, perhaps..who feel it is not 
incumbent on them to endanger thelr, 
lives, their limbs, their health, thelr 
all, for a pittance of a dollar and ten 
cents a day, while munition workers, 
miners, ghipbullders, railway em- 
ployee transporting the soldiers’ food 
and other supplies, and all in perfect 
safety, are getting from four to seven 
dollars per day, and the pork-packers, 
who supply their bacon, the tanners, 
the shell-makers and other contrac. 
tors get, along with their knighthoods 
and baronetcies, a million or two every 
year out of the war. T see today that 
Sir Thomas White hastens to assure 
the alarmed wealthy that not much 
harm will be done them. 

I would promise the men out of our 
great domain, those who would go on 
land, 80 or 160 acres, a good house 
a little clearing, a team, a cow or two 
and other necessaries on which tc 
start comfortably, to be held in trum 
if desirable till they prove thelr pro- 
per use of it. Give other men a cot- 
tage In town to be held the same way 
That reward would procurs thousand 
of good men and would soetiafy juatic: 
to the men who risk their lives fo 
our protection and who den't want th: 
charity of private benefactors, 

It is idle to say, as some do, tha: 
men don't enlist for the pay they ge: 
The high spirited youths who firs 
sprang to arms didn't do sou, but thou 
ands in this very war did enlist for th: 
doy'’s pay and the separation allow 
ance, They are not doing #0 now be 
cause they can do better. That is wh) 
the inducement must be increasea 
and the ultimate reward should be th: 
same to all, Every one who has rea 
history knows that most armies In th 
past have been mercenary, that i 
paid, armies, and many military disa: 
ters have come from short pay to th 
soldier, 

It is said the country could not af 
ford such liberality. Why could shi 
not if there is {n the country that px 
tentlal wealth? The coun‘ry could “i 
ford half of what she has to the sol 
dier who shall save her from a fat: 
even greatly less disastrous than th 
fate of Belgium. The potential wealt 
of this country is so enormous that he 
citisens would never distinguish th 
added burden created by establishin 
the returned soldier in that comfort 
able position, « position aleo in whic. 
his labor would add to the wealth « 
the country. Such a prospect on h 
return would cheer the tife of the so 
dier and revive enlistment and wher 
is the man who would not rather co! 
tribute to that result than drive h' 
neighbor's son to the battiefield wit!

There 
are more of them in Quebec, that is 
the only difference, and the reason is 
largely what I have stated. Why may 
we not try other than coercive meus- 
ures to remedy the evil. 

But whatever the reason the fact is 
there, and the only question is how to 
deal with it and get the men the oc- 
casion calls for; not simply the 600,000 
the Prime Minister without authority 
promised, but all we can apare out of 
our food producing population whe- 
ther more or less than that number. 
We have got, perhaps, nearly all 
whom a spirit of adventuré would lead 
into the army, all, perhaps, who are 
natives of the British Isles and whose 
love for their own old hearthstones

What that policy was and is we 
know—‘‘world power.’’ After 
that declaration there is little dan- 
ger of any peace proposal from 
Michaelis arousing sympathetic in- 
terest in any section of the Allied 
peoples. For his timely stupidity 
in warning the world against tak- 
ing any such offerings seriously he

What- 
ever Hollweg was dismissed for, it 
was not for being a fiend, for he is 
succeeded by another. Thé Kai- 
ser is still Kaiser, and ‘‘world 
power’’ the program. } 


Curious, is it not, that the 
worrying about what is going ‘to 
happen to the two political parties 
is practically confined to Con. 
servative-Nationalist papers? Lib- 
eral papers, like the Liberal mem- 
bers of Parliament, are taking 
their stand on the conscription 
question according to individual 
judgment of what is best for the 
country and its canse, and leaving 
the party to look efter itself. It 
is the Conservative-Nationalist 
party and its newspaper friends 
who are studying conscriptian 
from the standpoint of party gain 
or loss. That is strictly in keep- 
ing with the record. The Gov- 
¢rnment have studied the war from 
its commencement for opportuni- 
ties to gather party profit. To 
that fact is due a good many of 
the tragic blunders they have 
made, and the manipulation that 
was Worse than the blunders. 


At a meeting of the committee 
in charge of the North Alberta 
branch of the Patriotic Fund a 
few days ago a resoli:'tion was 
passed asking the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to hereafter raise the 
money needed for the Patriotic 
Fund, and to do it by taxation. 
There can be little doubt that in 
this the committee expressed an 
opinion prevalent at least in this 
community, and probably pre- 
valent throughout the province. 
It certainly is an opinion strongly 
held among those most entitled to 
be heard on the question—those 
who have been contributing to the 
fund in accord to their means, or 
even beyond this, and who do not 
feel that they-ean-meet the added 
demands that must be made upon 
them if the fund is continued on a 
voluntary basis. Nor has there 
yet been shown any reason why 
anyone should be excused from 
paying his shate toward the sup- 
port of the family of a man who 
is fighting to protect his life and 
property. 


Sir Joseph Flavelle is getting 
the full value of his five million 
dollars in condemnatory criticism 
from the newspapers. And none 
of them are denouncing him more 
roundly than papers which have 
justified and defended the inaction 
of the Government toward pre- 
venting such operations as he is 
accused of. This seems peculiar. 
Assuming that Sir Joseph deserves 
all he is getting, is not the very 
fact upon which he is condemned 
equally convincing proof that the 
Government has not done its duty? 
Under the War Measures Act, our 
ministers have been given all 
needed pdwer both to investigate 
where they suspect profiteering to 
be going on and to stop the busi- 
ness wherever they find it. The 
offence with which Sir Joseph 
stands charged occurred last year, 
There was just as much surface in- 
dication then that profiteering 
was going on as there is now. 


Why was the matter not probed 
a year ago and the public saved 
the five millions Sir Joseph is de- 
of 


elared to have squeezed out 
them?

CONSCRIPTION 

The alleged rush of putting 
through the Conscription Bill was 
interrupted on Friday and Satur- 
day afternoons, July 6th and 7th, 
to allow members of the Govern- 
ment another turn at the party’s 
dirty linen. During the discus- 
sion of Friday between the Prime 
Minister and the ex-Minister of 
Militia, the latter made the fol- 
lowing reference to the Minister 


of Finance, who was not present: 

“The Finance Minister also on one 
occasion asked me if I did not think 
{t proper that we should let up. He 
thought Canada had done her full 
share in sending men to help England. 
I pointed out that we were not help- 
ing England, but helping the Empire 
and the cause of human liberty. This 
conversation was, not conducted in 
the presence of the Prime Minister, 
but witnesses can be had In large num- 
bers in the city of Toronto to whom 
the Finance Minister made the same 
statement. He thought we had done 
so much more than was to be expected 
of us that we should let up, He 
thought there was going to be a 
dearth of labor. The cry “would be 
heard in every part of the Dominion 
that the country would'be held up for 
labor, I felt the whole thing was 
Uae on up and paid for by German 
gold in order to stop recruiting.” 

On taking up the bill in com- 
mittee of the whole on Saturday 
the Minister of Finance read part 
of the reference given above and 
said: 

“IT am sorry I was not present yes- 
terday afternoon in order that I might 
have given a prompt and emphatic 
I desire to 
say that it is fiction pure and simple, 
that it is wholly and absolutely un- 
true in every particular, and without 
the slightest foundation in substance 
or in fact. 1 desire to say further 
that no such conversation ever took 
place or could have taken place, be- 
cause the sentiments attributed to me 
are entirely incompatible with my 
known views with regard to the war, 
and my official conduct during its 
progress.” 


Had the Minister of Finance 
stopped at that point, the case 
might have been considered closed. 
But he went on: 


“During the fali of 1915 and the 
early part of 1916, it was brought to 
the attention of the Government—I 
shovid say to the attention of nearly 
all che members of the Government— 
that in certain districts in which re- 
crulting had been brisk, vital indus- 
tries such as coal mining, iron and 
steel, agriculture, and the munitions 
industry, were suffering by reason of 
the fact that the recruiting was not in 
any degree selective; that is to say, 
that skilled mechanics were being re- 
cruited, and that it was not possible 
to replace them because of the long 
training required to qualify a man in 
those trades,” 


Sir Thomas therefore fully cor- 
roborates the assertion of Sir Sam 
that the representatives of Big 
Business in various parts of Can- 
ada had pressed upon the Govern- 
ment as a whole, as well as upon 
its individual members, the desir- 
ability in their interests of slack- 
ening recruiting effort. Sir Thom- 
as specified one of the Big Busi- 
ness interests that had been in- 
sistent on the subject by reading 
a letter from himself. The letter 
was dated February 19, 1916, and 
was addressed to ‘‘R, Harmer, 
Esq., President, Sawyer-Massey 
Co., Ltd., Hamilton, Ontario.’’ 
The Minister of Finance,as_be- 
comes a high official addressing 
the power that placed him in 
office, is deprecatory, argumenta- 
tive and conciliatory. He wrote 
to Mr. Harmer in part: 


‘If we discourage men in one or 
more callings from going to the front, 
would it not tend to discourage re- 
cruiting generally. I am aware of the 
force of the arguments presented, as IT 
have canvassed them many times dur- 
ing the past few months. There is a 
point beyond which  over-recruiting 
weakens the strength of a nation for 
a long drawn out struggle. . You 
may depend upon it we shall do what 
we can here to keep the nation strong 
and at the same time put forth our 
best efforts in the field.” 


After reading his letter to the 
Sawyer-Massey Company, Sir 
Thomas continued his own re- 


marks, as follows: 

“I had the view, during the conclud- 
ing stages of voluntary recruiting. that 
the essential industries were being 
crippled to a certain extent by the en- 
listing of skilled mechanics, some of 
whom—I do not say all of whom— 
could have rendered better service, or 
as good service, in connection with the 
prosecution of the war, possibly, as 
if they had enlisted, although I am 
the first to say that I admire above 
all the man who enlists and goes for- 
ward to the front. Neverthless in 
certain industries which are vital it Is 
necessary, in my judgment, that a cer- 
tain selection should be exercised.” 


Although the Prime Minister, 
the ex-Minister of Militia and the 
Kinance Minister disagree on cer- 
tain questions of fact, they are ab- 
solutely agreed that the first pro- 
tests against voluntary enlistment 
came from Big Business, specific 
instances being given as to On- 
tario and Nova Scotia. That the 
protests were widespread, strong 
and persistent, is agreed. That 
they had influence on the course 
of the Government is admitted. 
They wanted the Huns kept from 
the gate; but not by their skilled 
or reliable men, from whose labor 
they made their profits. The at- 
tempt at ‘‘selective’’ voluntary en- 
listment was made at their sug- 
gestion or demand, The result 
was that voluntary enlistment 
measurably failed as it must fail 
under such a system,—as Sir 
Thomas White himself in his let- 
ter to the Sawyer-Massey Presi- 
dent, expected it to fail when he 
said: 

"If we discourage men in one or 
more callings from going to the front, 


would it not tend to discourage re- 
cruiting generally.” 


‘*Selective’’ voluntary  enlist- 
ment undertaken for the protec- 


tion of the interests of Big Busi- 
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ness, having, failed and the war 
still going on, the obvious course, 
if the interests of Big Business 
were to be considered, was to 
adopt selective compulsory service. 
Carrying out the mandate of its 
masters the Government intro- 
duces a bill for selective conscrip- 
tion. The selective principle is the 
feature which commends the bill 
so strongly to so many people. 
It is the other-fellow who will be 
made to do his duty. There is no 
restriction on the power of selec- 
tion, as to numbers, locality or fit- 
ness. Under such a bill, ther is 
only one conclusion _ possible, 
namely that the interests which 
compelled the Government to 
adopt the principle of selection 
instead of following the quota and 
ballot principle of the Militia Act, 
are also powerful enough to en- 
sure that in its application it will 
in fact meet their demand that 
their profits be not disturbed. The 
blood of other men will have to 
pay for the exemption of those 
who make money for Big Busi- 
ness. 


| Loading the Willing Horse |

If at any time there was any 
doubt that the Conscription Bill 
was not drawn to demand equal 
sacrifice of all the people in all 
parts of the country, there can be 
none since the discussion of Sat 
urday, duly 7th, in committee of 
the whole. Hansard reports the 
following questions and answers: 


“Mr. SINCLAIR: Is any registra- 
tion contemplated under the Bill to 
ascertaln what men are over twenty 
years of age? 

“Mr. MEIGHEN: The necessity 
of registration is avoided by the pro- 
visions of the Bill, The objects of 
registration are served by the man 
reporting for duty on the day set 
forth in the proclamation. 

“Mr, ROSS. How is the Solicitor 
General going to get at the propor- 
tlons each province or district or 
county is to supply? Is he going 
to take into consideration the heavy 
enlistments that have been made in 
many districts? There is nothing in 
the Bill that indicates what shall 
be done. 

“Mr. MEIGHEN: The Bills Is no 
respector of persons or provinces. 
This is not a selective conscription 
by provinces at all, The Dominion 
is considered as a whole, and there 
is no special levy of so many from 
any province. The provisions of the 
Bill are such that every district will, 
under the Act, supply the available 
men of that district of the class 
called out.” 


The Solicitor General who draft- 
ed the Bill and who has the duty 
of explaining it to the House, an- 
nounces in the foregoing para- 
graphs that there will be no regis- 
tration, no allotment of quota to 
provinces, districts or counties, 
and consequently no recognition 
in the operation of the Act of the 
number of men already voluntar- 
ily enlisted from any province, 
section or county. The evident 
purpose is that the parts of the 
country where enlistment has been 
large will be further combed for 
men, while in the parts where 
military service is not popular, 
every facility is given to avoid 
military obligations. 

There being no preliminary reg- 
istration of man power, the auth- 
orities have no knowledge of who 
is and who is not liable to mili- 
tury service. When the call is 
made, they have no means of 
knowing whether or not it has 
been fully responded to. They 
must depend on local information 
or on special detectives, If they 
depend on local inforination, they 
will get none in anti-militarist lo- 
calities, while in localities where 
military spirit has been manifest- 
ed, they will of course get all they 
need. The appointing of special 
detectives to locate and round up 
men who are included in any call 
and do not report, rests with the 
Government. If for any reason 
they do not wish to push conscrip- 
tion in any locality where military 
service is not popular, if they do 
not appoint special detectives the 
call will be a dead letter and no 
one will have any trouble about 
it.. But because the unwilling lo. 
cality fails to do its share, the will- 
ing locality will have to do more 
than its share, The knowledge of 
what is a fair share is carefully 


| . Why Patenaude Resigned | 


, Hon, E. L, Patenaude who re- 
signed from the Borden govern- 
ment on June 8th, gave his reas- 
ons in his letter of resignation as 


follows: 

“I have always thought, and do 
yet think, that the best interests of 
Canada, make it a duty for this 
country, to give to the cause of the 
Allies, its most generous support. 
But to do “this, IT cannot concur in 
any measure which, in my estima- 
tion, imperils national unity. The 
proposed law, I have every reason to 
fear, threatens to destroy this unity, 
and to give rise throughout the 
country, to deep internal divisions, 
of long duration, and even detrimen- 
tal to the needs of the present mo- 
ment. Indeed it is better to keop 
the country united in the present 
effort, than to attempt a Pata 
“8 at the cost of national disrup- 
tion, 

I, therefore, find myself unable to 
approve of the intended law, and 
the only course open to me is to 
offer my resignation as a Minister of 
the Crown,”

“The batterygman who really knows 
his business,” says Mr, Blais, the liza: 
Willard setvice man, at the Motor’Car 
Supply Company, “will rever set a 
definite time for returning a battery 
he has taken to charge," 

“It is impossible to tell how long a 
recharging job will take. A battery 
that has been neglected and starved 
may take from three to seven days of 
steady charging before it is back in 
working condition again, It may need

“An old battery takes longer to re- 
charge than a new one very frequent- 
ly, A starved battery takes longer to 
recharge than one that has the same 
specific gravity that has merely be- 
come run down through Leing stored 
and forgotten, 

“In short, so many different 
ments enter into the charging of a 
battery that It is impossible to tell 
what that length of time wil) be until 
the reading—1290—is actually  se- 
purse 
“The conscientious workman, then, 
makes no definite promise of deliv- 
ery to the man who brine the battery 
for charging. He can't, because he 
doesn’t know how long it will take. If 
the car owner is wise, he will not in- 
sist upon having his battery back at 
a certain time Satisfactcry charging 
cannot be done on that basis,”

INEW YORK CABLE 
OF SUB LOSSES 
A SENSATION 


Error Of Million Of Tonnage In 
Telegraphed Dispatch From 
London, 


LONDON, July 21.—Commotion was 
caused in various quarters here by 
the publication in the Daily Chronicle 
of a cable from New York quoting 
Charles H. Grasty as an authority ina 
dispatch to the New York Times for 
the statement that the monthly losses 
of shoips by submarine warfare to- 
talled sixteen hundred thousand tons, 
As the government, on various occas- 
ions, refused demands from both mem- 
bers of parliament and the press for 
the inclusion of tonnage figures in the 
weekly returns of submarine losses 
and, as even special figures on this 
point have been excluded from Eng- 
lish newspapers, the fact that a dis- 
patch to an American paper had been 
allowed by the cansor attracted great 
attention, Coupled with the aston- 
ishing figure cited, this new departure 
became sensational, Readers have be- 
come aware from further figures 
cabled ‘yesterday that a mere trifle 
of a million had been added by error 
to the figures mentioned by Mr, giras- 
ty and it is probable that some state- 
ment to that effect will be made here. 

Meanwhile Mr. Grasty received the 
following from Capt. Sir Douglas 
Lrownrigg, chief censor at the admir- 
alty: “This is to certify that I exam- 
ined and passed your cable message 
of the 18th instant, concerning losses 
by submarines. That message was in 
writing, and the figures you gave were 
written ‘six hundred thousand tons 
per month.’ I have today examined 
the messages cabled from this side to 
satisfy myself lest in event of it hav- 
ing been re-typed some mistake might 
have been made, The message as 
cabled from here was taken from your 
written message and there is no pos- 
sibility of error on this side, as {® 
would necesgitate an additon of the 
words ‘one million,’ 

“And no figures (meaning they were 
all written out to save error) were 
used from end to end of the message.
